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Kelly says US still interested in MidEast peace

"IT IS loo early to know whether 
the men who have seized control 
in the Soviet Union will genu¬ 
inely honor the commitments 
that the Soviet government un¬ 
der President Gorbachev had 
made,” said. Mr John Kelly, US 
assistant secretary of state for 
Near Eastern and South Asian 
affair s. 

In a satellite interview Tues¬ 
day with correspondents in Am¬ 
man, Cairo and Riyadh, Mr Kel¬ 
ly described the toppling of 
Mikhail Gorbachev on Monday 
as an event of historical impor¬ 
tance. 

On the impact of the over¬ 
throw of Mr Gorbachev on the 
Middle East peace process, Mr 
Kelly said that the importance of 
peace and stability in the Middle 


East does not depend on the 
composition of the government 
of the Soviet Union. 

Peace in the Middle East is a 
tremendously important require¬ 
ment on its own basis, for its rea¬ 
sons, he added. 

There is a momentum which 
has already been built up in the 
peace process which the United 
States intend to continue to push 
forward. 

"We look forward to the coop¬ 
eration of the Arab governments 
and the government of Israel, 
and that cooperation will be re¬ 
quired for genuine progress, he 
also said. 

Asked if the US intends to re¬ 
sume the suspended dialogue 
with the PLO, Mr Kelly said 
President Bush laid oul some 
conditions which had to be met 
with regard to the acts of "terror¬ 
ism" sponsored by members of 


the PLO executive committee, 
the PLO has not met those con¬ 
ditions. 

He added, the PLO leadership 
grievously damaged itself by its 
support for Saddam Hussein fol¬ 
lowing the aggression against 
Kuwait. "And I would note that 
the PLO has now joined a minor¬ 
ity of voices,, or at least some 
PLO spokesmen have, in hailing 
the overthrow of Mr Gorbachev 
he added. 

He also said that its time for 
all responsible political leaders 
around the world and in the Mid¬ 
dle EasL to support the rule of 
law, and it is important for the 
PLO to begin to refurbish its cre¬ 
dentials. 

On the other hand, he added, 
the Palestinians will have the ul¬ 
timate voice on who will repre¬ 
sent them at the conference. ■

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Three days that shook the world 

■ Hardliners fall to win Russian masses 1 Arabs prematurely hall the change ■ Peace process In dban^

LESS THAN three days after 
Communist Party hardliners 
seized control of the Kremlin 
and toppled Soviet President Mi¬ 
khail Gorbachev, the power be¬ 
hind coup that shook the world 
appears to have crumbled. 

Political events were develop¬ 
ing rapidly in Moscow on 
Wednesday and by the evening 
reports were speaking of an im¬ 
minent return of President Gor¬ 
bachev to Moscow within the 
coming hours. 

By Wednesday noon (Amman 
time) independent news agencies 
were reporting mass withdrawal 
of tanks from Moscow's streets 
and squares, thus ending a two- 
day state of emergency declared 
by a group of eight hardliners 
who took control of the country 
on Monday under the leadership 
of Gorbachev's Vice President 
Gennady Yanayev. 

The official Soviet press like 
TASS news agency ana Moscow 
Television had shifted alliance in 
favor of Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin later on Wednesday and 
referred to the new leadership as 
the former committee. 

Later on, it was reported that a 
joint delegation or the State 
Emergency Committee and 
members of the Russian' parlia¬ 
ment had flown to a Blade Sea 
resort in the Ukraine, where 
President Gorbachev was report¬ 
edly being held since the coup, 
to negotiate with the Soviet lead¬ 
er. Other unconfirmed reports 
suggested that committee mem¬ 
bers had been arrested in a Mos¬ 
cow airport. • 

Yeltsin, who defied the new 
leadership, and called for the 
staging of strikes and for civil 
disobedience in protest of the 
coup, was still waging his cam¬ 
paign from the* Russian parlia¬ 
mentbuilding in Moscow along 
with Russian deputies.

By Wednesday evening it was 
apparent that the coup, leaders 
were succumbing to Yeltsin's de¬ 
mands and that Mr Gorbachev 
was not finished as many had 
thought. Since taking over in 
1985, the Soviet leader, un¬ 
leashed a series of dramatic po¬ 
litical and economic changes 
both inside the Soviet Union and 
in Eastern Europe, effectively 
ending the Cold War and the 
arms race between the two su¬ 
perpowers. 

What probably contributed to 
the failure of the new leadership 
Is the enormity of US and Euro¬ 
pean reaction. President Bush 
and European leaders suspended 
all assistance to the Soviet Un¬ 
ion and refused to'recognize the 
new regime. 

. The new leadership found it- 
seff under siege both externally 
and intemaUy and tfup Soviet Un¬ 
ion was threatened with civil war 
as well as polltical'aiid economic 
chaos. 

The West threw its backing be- 
' hind Mr Yellpin, who now 

the Soviet Umbos political to- ' 


ture. 

Arab masses were quick to 
show their support for the new 
regime, although most govern¬ 
ments preferred to sit and 
watch, with the exception of 
Iraq and Libya who officially 
welcomed the coup. 

The change in Soviet leader¬ 
ship was seen as putting serious 
doubts on the future of the Mid¬ 
dle East peace process, although 
the United States made it clear 
that it intended to preserve the 
current peace momentum. 

Arab hardliners saw in the 
new Soviet leadership hope for 
a revival of Arab-Soviet alliance 
against American influence in 
the Middle East. 

The Israelis were nervous of 
the sudden changes and one Is¬ 
raeli leader, Ariel Sharon, called 
upon Soviet Jews to. leave 


everything and emigrate to Is¬ 
rael. He also called on the Sha¬ 
mir government to abandon the 
peace process. 

The toppling of Gorbachev 
was seen by politicians, newspa¬ 
per columnists and ordinary citi¬ 
zens alike in Jordan as a rare 
chance to restore the balance of 
power globally which has been 
tilting in favour of the United 
States ever since Mr Gorbachev 
came to office. 

"The Arab masses were one 
way or another a bit hostile 
against the United States, so you 
found expressions of delight in 
many circles in this part of the 
world," said Sari Nasir, a sociol¬ 
ogy professor at the University 
of Jordan. "Many felt Gorbachev 
deserted them and, if it was any- 
• one other than Gorbachev who 
was perceived as selling out to

Officials, shipping agents 
frustrated over continuing US 
blockade of Aqaba 
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Economy Briefs

JORDANIAN GOVERNMENT 
and shipping officials are once 
again crying "foul over the lat- 
cT round of interceptions of 
three commercial vessels headed 
for Aqaba by a US-led naval 
task force. 

In what they termed as ha¬ 
rassment" and violation of inter¬ 
national shipping laws, the offi¬ 
cials charge that the international 
team of navy officers are inter¬ 
fering with Jordan's trade and 
economy. 

'It is unjustified and against 
international law. We feel very 
upset about the matter and it 
only reflects some sort of harass-' 
ment against Jordan," said Ibra¬ 
him Badran, secretary general of 
the Ministry of Industry, Trade 
and Supplies. "It is badly hurting 
the natural economy and causing 
tumecessaiy delays. All ships 
and cargo that come to Jordan 
are clean and legal." 

According to Badran, the Jor¬ 
danian government takes the 
matter seriously and will consid- 
er necessary steps to ease the na¬ 
val blockade problem.

"These 
things take time and everyone is 
worried," Badran said.

■ Jordan's phosphate exports during the first four months of 
this year reached 1,263,800 tons compared with 1,687,300 tons 
exported via Aqaba for the same period last year.

The coup that failed 


THE WORLD was shaken for three long days as turmoil swept a super¬ 
power, bringing it close to the brink of chaos and civil war. While it is 
early to pronounce the demise of the coup, which was engineered by 
Communist Party hardliners against Soviet President Mikhail Gorba¬ 
chev, it was dear by Wednesday evening that the State Emergency Com¬ 
mittee presiding over the country had lost the initiative. 

Arab concern for the tumultuous events in the Soviet Union are based 
on their concern and respect for a country that has been viewed for dec¬ 
ades as a Mend of the Arabs, and a firm supporter of their causes. The 
last few years have witnessed tremendous political, economic and social 
changes ushered by the policies of President Gorbachev under the large 
headline of "Peresiroika". 

There is no doubt that Gorbachev's policies ended many years of iron- 
fist rule in countries of Eastern Europe and even brought positive change 
in parts of Africa, Asia and South America. But the outcome of these 
• changes for the Arabs, and for the rest of the world, is the grim fact that 
the Soviet Union no longer balanced the influence and authority of the 
United States, and by stepping back, it had left a vacuum that was soon 
filled by one global power.

“d contribuitog to peace."ft is our hope that 
let Uriipin willcontinue to be in active player In the Middle East 


Mideast arms control: 


Attainable dream or 


desert mirage? 


By Paul Findley 


A NEWS item in The New York Times 
calls back the dream expressed by a prom¬ 
inent Saudi businessman and former sen¬ 
ior diplomat during the last hours of 
Desert Storm. In an interview in his Jid- 
dah office in early March, he said: "The 
Middle East should become a zone free of 
all military weapons and equipment. I fa¬ 
vor the disarmament of all Arab states as 
weir as Israel. We should get rid of all 
weapons— nuclear, chemical and even 
the conventional ones." 

The New York Times item that caught 
my attention reported President Busn's 
proposal for a regional arms control agree¬ 
ment. It is viewed by sane observers as 
President Bush's backup plan for a more 
peaceful Middle East, now, that Israeli 
stubbornness seems to block all prospects 
for a successful exchange of land for 
peace. 

With hopes fading for negotiations. 
President Bush's arms control plan now 
takes the center of the political stage. It 
would limit missiles to a 150-kilometer 
range, prohibit the production of nuclear 
weapons materials, and require all govern¬ 
ments to get rid of chemical weapons. It 
would also require international inspec¬ 
tion of chemical and nuclear facilities, in¬ 
cluding Israel's Dimona reactor. 

Another feature is a requirement that the 
permanent members of the UN Security 
Council— the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Great Britain, Fiance and China— 
inform each other of weapons sales they 
plan to make in the region. The implica¬ 
tion is that this requirement will inhibit 
the permanent members from making 
such sales. 1 

-If adopted, would this proposal be at 
least a step toward the realization of the 
Saudi businessman's dream? Unfortunate¬ 
ly, other detail— the fine print— discloses 
a strong bias favouring Israel's interests. 

For example, , the proposed prohibition 
that relates to nuclear materials is limited 
to production, not possession. Under (he 
terms of the plan, Israel could keep its nu¬ 
clear weapons and thus retain Us favoured 
position as the only nuclear power in the 
region. 

A point of concern Is Israel's persistent 
attempt to purchase from the Soviet Union 
a 500-megawatt nuclear power plant. Is¬ 
rael says it wants the generator only to 
produce electricity and desalinate water,' 
but acquisition would constitute a substan¬ 
tial advance for Israel's nuclear weapons 
program. 

Israel may already have an abundance 
of material to meet conceivable future 
needs. Intelligence services determined 
years ago that Israel has an Inventory of 
scores of nuclear weapons. 

US . favouritism toward Israel in the 
arms control proposal is ail the more re¬ 
markable because Israel,'unlike its Arab 
. neighbours, sill refuses to sign the' Non- 
Proliferation Treaty. Nuclear plaints in 
Arab states are open to international in¬ 
spection. Plants' 
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ing nuclear arsenal until a durable rm 
is established in the region." ^

Frans Wuytack from Belgium, a

After summarizing the medical disaster 
he had witnessed in Iraq, Wuytack said: 

There was never an embargo. It was a 
hostile blockade, in international law that 
is an act of war. From the outset, food and 
medicine were shut off. Anyone who sup¬ 
ported the "embargo" knew or must have 
known what the consequences would be. 
The blockade tas premeditated murder. 
How could Europeans stand for this? Is 
this the Europe or "human rights"? Is this 
the Europe of the Strasbourg Court? The 
aim of starving out the Iraqi people was to 
bring society Back to an atomized slate, to 
reduce Iraq to utter chaos. In some South 
American jails I have seen, they tried to 
do the same thing. The International Phy¬ 
sicians for the Prevention of Nuclear War 
(IPPNW) got the Nobel prize in 1985, but 
when they denounced this, they got no 
press coverage. Seventy-seven Americans 
Wed to get Resident Truman indicted for 
mass murder, and the United States 
should remember this now. 

Maltre Claude Harb, a Lebanese 
lawyer living in Brussels 

I have here a photocopy of a handwrit¬ 
ten note from the Emir or Kuwait, dated 
July 31,1990, which I will leave with the 
Commission as evidence.

Maitre Oussedik, of Algerian origin, 
has more than 40 years experience in the 
French and Algerian courts with cases of 
the most sensitive and dangerous nature. 

I have myself seen how France has act- 
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For this I was harassed by the police. 
The police told me: "You are a journalist 
You should know better." One journalist 
at my work called me "Hitler" for eight 
weeks. Our section chief would not allow 
us to interview a very famous writer, 
Gilles Perrault, who called on the French 
soldiers not to go to the war and to sabo¬ 
tage the war effort. One journalist I saw 
watching the dead brought forth from the 
Amariyah shelter in Baghdad, laughed 
and said "burnt toast" as the bodies came 
up, and almost danced for joy; he was the 
one who was nearly crying when he saw 
the bruised face of an American pilot 
shown on Iraq TV. 

CNN said, "Seven Iraqi naval vessels of 
the Zodiac class were destroyed by the 
British Navy today." Did you know that a 
Zodiac is a rubber raft? 

Information is a weapon. Journalists are 
mercenaries. They are hired by someone 
who has interests. They are well paid, and 
they usually agree with what is expected 
of them. Most of the people in my office 
thought I should have been fired because I 
"refused to do my job." What job? The 
journalists are covered in the blood of the 
Iraqi people. It is a myth that (he media 
are independent. Big money, the same 
money behind the war, runs the media. 
General Electric owns NBC and they are 
big defense contractors. Do not forgot to 
condemn the journalists at this tribunal. 
■They are more conscious soldiers than the 
cannon fodder. The real heroes are the 
protesters and the GI deserters who got no 
media time. In France, the suburban youth 
have been rioting. They greeted the jour¬ 
nalists with stones and bottles. Those kids 
know what journalists are.

Belgium 

The media invented 70,000 dead when 
it was time to overthrow Nicolae Ceauses- 
cu, but they have seen no dead in Iraq.

At any rate; It is im¬ 
possible that all journalists in the West ig¬ 
nored the fact that a hostile blockade u 
not an embargo. The fact that every single 
press outlet presented the blockade as an 
embargo is a proof of criminal intent All 
journalists could not have made the exact 
same mistake. 

Article 33 of the UN Charter says that 
all members of the Security Council must 
vote for the use of force. But China ab- \ 
stained. The use of force was null and 
void. Not one journalist mentioned that • 
fact. 

Article 47 of the Charter says that once 
the use of force has been decided upon, 
the .General Staff shall be drawn from all 
members of the Security Council. China 
and Russia were not among the Allies, I 
believe. No journalist mentioned that 
breach. • 

■The journalists spilt rivers of ink over 
the Western experts held' in Iraq before 
December 1990. But under the hostile 
blockade, 18 million Iraqis were de facto 
hostages. , 

A journalist is under a duty to check out 
every claim he may make. Every interna¬ 
tional specialist knew that Iraq didjnot 
have the worlds fourth largest army. That j 
hoax and the lioax over the "immense for¬ 
tifications in Kuwait 11 laid the groundwork 
for the murderous air attacks. The journal¬ 
ists who spread such lies are accessories. 

Such journalists are as much combat¬ 
ants as the men who sat at the controls of

THIRTEEN MEMBERS of the 
Jordanian Amateur Astronomers 
Society (JAAS) recently made a 
three day trip to Azraq, their sec¬ 
ond to that area. The first one 
was dedicated to the observation 
of Austin comet in the year 
1990. 

Azraq — 80 kilometres to the 
east of Amman— is far away 
from intense city lights, so it is a 
perfect place for observational 
astronomy, and very valuable for 
amateur astronomers. Luckily 
enough, the sky was also free of 
clouds. 

After sunset, on the first night, 
the group left their chalets, be¬ 
longing to the Royal Society for 
the Preservation of Nature 
(RSCN), and travelled to Sho- 
mari Reserve — a bus and a 
driver were provided by the 
Ministry of Culture. By the lime 
they arrived, the sky was dark 
enough to observe the center of 
our Galaxy (the Milky Way) 
with the naked eye. It took the 
shape of a long cloud with a 
bulging core, which lies. In the 
direction of the constellation 
Sagittarius. The scene was 
breath-taking! 

All major stars, and some 
planets like Venus and Saturn, ■ 
were visible. Most members of 
the group carried their binocu¬ 
lars along with them which 
made observation even more ex¬ 
citing. But the most fantastic 
scenes were indeed obtained us¬ 
ing the 5-inch reflector tele¬ 
scope. A lot of important celes¬ 
tial bodies woe observed. 
Everything went right until the 
moon (which was nearly a .half- 
moon) got into the picture early 
that night. It spoiled the scenery 
gradually as it rose into the ce¬ 
lestial sphere. 

During the day, the group 
made visited several natural and 
archaeological sites such as Al 
Azraq Castle. Qasr Amra' cop- 
tainra an astronomical dome in- 
■side wheire frescoed cdnstella- 
■ tions of stars are shown. 


On the second night, the group 
was at the Shoman Reserve be¬ 
fore sunset A charming sunset 
was observed, and a few sun¬ 
spots were seen using ordinary 
binoculars. Since the moon rose 
late that night, members of the 
group were able to observe a lot 
of exciting stellar objects such as 
the Andromeda Galaxy (M31), 
Venus, Saturn and a few globu¬ 
lar clusters. A few photos were 
taken using a special 35mm- 
camera and the reflector tele¬ 
scope. 

"It was a very fruitful and suc¬ 
cessful journey. In fact, we hope 
to repeat it occasionally every 
year," said Mr Imad Mujahed, 
secretary general of the society. 

The Jordanian Amateur As¬ 
tronomers Society was estab¬ 
lished in 1987. Its aim is to fa¬ 
miliarize Jordanians with 
astronomy, a very old science 
practised by our ancient Arab 
ancestors. The society is based at 
the Hnya Cultural Center. ■

This tart recipe is a 
perfect breakfast bread, 
party treat or appetizer. 
You probably will get bet¬ 
ter results if you use fresh 
strawberries. If you do 
buy frozen, don't buy the 
type that are packed in 
their juice. 

1 12 cup butter, melted 
1-1/4 cup sugar 

3 eggs 

1 cup strawberries, 
sliced 

1 cup strawberries 
pureed 

4 whole strawberries 

2 tsp. grated lime 

3 cups flour 
1 tsp. salt 

1/2 tsp. almond 
flavoring 

1/4 tsp. baking soda 
1 tblsp. baking powder 
3/4 cup pecan bits 
Preheat oven to 350 de¬ 
grees. Grease and flour 
loaf pan, and set aside. 


Chop up 1/2 cup of pe¬ 
cans. In a targe bowl, 
completely blend togeth¬ 
er butter, sugar, lime 
rinds and almond flavor¬ 
ing. Whip together eggs 
with margarine-sugar 
mixture, making Bure to 
blend thoroughly. In a 
sifter, combine flour, salt, 
baking soda and baking 
powder, and sift about 
one-quarter of mixture 
into the sugar-egg mix¬ 
ture. Then add about 
one-quarter of pureed 
strawberries. Continue to 
alternate these ingredi¬ 
ents until all of these in¬ 
gredients are used. Fold 
in slices of strawberries 
and pecans. Pour ingredi¬ 
ents into loaf pan, and 
bake for at least 65 min¬ 
utes. The bread is done 
when a wooden pick in¬ 
serted in center comes 
out clean. Cool and re¬ 
move from pan. Slice four 
whole strawberries in 
half. Press into top of loaf 
about 1/2 inch apart 
across the top center of 
the bread. Place whole 
pecans in between the 
strawberry halves.

Before the war broke out, wc 
already had begun to warn, with 
the help of people like King 
Husseins scientific adviser and 
John Cox, what was about to 
happen. The damage wc did to 
Vietnam, the Chernobyl and 
Exxon Valdez incidents, pale in 
comparison with what wo have 
done lo Iraq and Kuwait. 

There has never before been 
on this planet a single intense 
burning source as great as that of 
the 500 oil wells still on fire in 
Kuwait. This is equivalent to the 
eruption of the greatest volca¬ 
noes known. Nitrogen, sulfur ox¬ 
ides, soot particles, unbumed oil, 
and toxic chemicals are being re¬ 
leased, many are highly carcino¬ 
genic. 

No journalist ever asked 
Schwarzkopf in a press confer¬ 
ence, what the effects of bomb¬ 
ing Iraq’s two nuclear contain¬ 
ment vessels were. TwcnLy-fivc 
kilometers north of Samara, 
there were two chemical facto¬ 
ries, producing highly toxic 
chemicals. Schwarzkopf said 
they would bomb them. Was 
there release of chemicals? No 
journalist asked, and wc have 
not been told. An anthrax factory 
was bombed, 50 people arc 
known lo have died immediate¬ 
ly; anthrax is a spore used in bio¬ 
logical warfare. Only because 
the weather was very dry and the 
spore died quickly, did wc avoid 
a catastrophe. The anthrax affair 
was blacked out of the US me¬ 
dia. Wc hoard about it because 
someone remembered to monitor 
Canadian radio. 


Dr Eric Hoskins, medical 
coordinator, Gulf Peace 
Team 

Dr Hoskins showed slides tak¬ 
en on his most recent visit to 
Iraq, notably of children with 
massive burns duo to kerosene 
spills (the only fuel available for 
cooking and heating as all the 
fuel lines were bombed) and 
overturned pots of boiling water 
which are on the kitchen Are day 
and night to be sterilized, as 
there is no drinking water. A 
Belgian doctor notedthat in Iraq 
now, anyone with even 25 per 
cent bums has wily a 5 per cent 
chance of survival. There are no 
antibiotics and no burn wards 
functioning, so all bums become 
septic. 

Dr Hoskins also showed a 
slide of a Hide girt who, like 
many others, had drunk kerosene 
due to all-consuming thirst. He 
said tfoa the future of 170,000 
children (Harvard Medical Team 
estimates) who risk death is far 
tod low. Eighteen million Iraqis 
nsk death, he concluded.
